situation on the rocks. Dr. Garfield, 
fuel administrator, leads one faction 
by taking the position that it is his 
duty to protect the public and to insist 
that no wage increase shall be granted 
which will bear heavily upon the pub- 
lic. 


Secretary of Labor 
Wilson 
leads 


that faction which insists that the 
•wage increases granted 
the miners 


should be substantial even tho the 
price of coal is increased to the public. 
Secretary Wilson is holding out for in- 
creases of about 31 per cent and Dr. 
Garfield maintains that the increases 
should not exceed 25 per cent. 


The cabinet realizes that this ques-
